Summary of L egislation: (Amended) Thisbill allowsthe Division of Mental Health to award grantstolocal
unitsof government for the establishment of local programsresponsiblefor devel opingacoordinated, family
centered, community-based system of services for children with serious emotional disturbances and their
families. (The introduced version of this bill was prepared by the Indiana Commission on Mental Health.)

Effective Date: July 1, 2001.

Explanation of State Expenditures: (Revised) Thisbill establishesthe Dawn Project Grant Program to be
administered by the Division of Mental Health. The Division isdirected to provide technical assistancefor
the five grants that they may award. The bill does not appropriate funds for the grants. Grants would be
required to be funded within the current level of resources available to the Division.

The Dawn Project Program isamethod of funding servicesfor children with severe emotional disturbances
that wasfirst pilotedin Marion County. The Project blendsthefunding streamsfrom Child Welfare, Juvenile
Justice, State or local education appropriations, the Division of Mental Health and other agenciesto provide
a managed-care approach to children who have had multiple encounters with the system due to severe
emotional problems. The plan also includes arisk-sharing component with the mental health organizations
that manage the care of eligible children and their families.
